WHEREAS, On March 5, 2007, James P. Ghiglieri II will be
installed as Chairman of the Independent Community Bankers of
America, the nation's largest association of community banks,
representing over 5,000 members in over 18,000 locations, and

employing over 260,000 people; and

establish homes, raise families and start Dbusinesses,
obtaining credit based not just on their ability to pay, but

also on their character; and

WHEREAS, "Barney" Ghiglieri established his own roots in
the small and friendly town, raising his own family, including
a son, James I, who, as a young adult, worked at the bank,

eventually becoming its president; and
